"Some, viru- 
ses, at least, vit has heen shown, 
can be treated as purely: chemical 
in their nature. There is a con- 
tinnous ‘gradation up from them, 
‘through the visible bacteria, to 
the higher forms of ite. 

It ts belng left to future research 
to decide -at what point, and in 
what way, Iffe develops the pecu~ 
lar’ power of directed activity 
which seems characteristic of it.
